The Health Ministry says it has 
enough polio serum to vaccinate the

: cies for sale to the public. 


The ministry says it will decide 
whether to expand its vaccination 
programme according to results of 


_ laboratory tests on sewage and on 


drinking water in areas where polio 


’ cases have been reported and in un- 


affected areas as well. 

_On Friday, the IDF began immn-

polio virus exists. This should take 
abovt a week. In addition, all re- 
serve soldiers serving in the vicinity

One soldier from Acre is among 
the seven confirmed (and three sus- 
pected) cases of polio to be reported 
in the past two weeks. He had a mild 
case and is in an army convalescent 
rome after being released from hos- 
pital. 

Policemen serving in the Hadera, 
Lod and Ramle areas will also be 
vaccinated in the next few days; the 
police spokesman said. 

The ministry has accepted the rec- 
ommendation of a committee of epi- 
demiology and virology experts to 


raise the maximum age of vaccina- 
ser from 35 to 40 in areas where 
polio cases, or viruses in the sewage 
have been found. Above that age. 
says the ministry, polio is unknown. 
The vaccination of 100,000 resi- 
dents in the Ramle-Lod area began 
Friday in the schools, which will be 
open despite the pre-Succot holiday

“Government departments, pub- 
lic institutions and municipalities 
are hereby requested to abide only 
by the instructions of the legal gov- 
ernment headed by Gen. Aoun as 
far as administrative, financial and 
diplomatic affairs are concerned.” 
the directive said.

IN any other country establishment of two 
governments would signify the start of civil 
war. In Lebanon, civil war has for more than ἃ 
decade been a permanent condition. There- 
fore, whether there is one government or two, 
or more, has no bearing on that underlying 
condition. For government has become only a 
tuatter of form not substance. 

Throughout this long internal struggle, 
state institutions, including the presidency 
and the army, could make only a pretence of 
symbolizing anything more than faction. But 
now, unable to get itself together even for 

purposes of selecting a president ie grinany to 
the communal factions, Lebanon is deprived 
even of the fig-leaf of statehood. The presi- 
dency is vacant, the Christian-dominated 
army has been put in charge of one govern- 
ment and the Moslem factions are gathered, 
uneasily, under the canopy of another. 

These shells of statehood represent no au- 
thority. For power resides with the various 
organized ethnic-religious communities -- 

» Druse, Sunni, Shiite. And because 
of the conflicts between them they have with- 
drawn whatever powers they devolved upon 
the state in the past. 

The only place that Lebanon exists as a 
sovereign state is in the diplomatic registers of 
other countries and international organiza- 
tions, like the UN. Within the borders of 
Lebanon itself there is no locus of authority 
that legitimately represents sovereignty that 
goes by that national name. 

Not even Syria is to exert its au- 
thority to such a degree. It invited itself into 
Beirut in order to prevent total mayhem be: 
tween the communal factions. Which means 
that it too has seized a piece of Lebanon's 
splintered sovereignty in order to protect its 
interests. (In the Bekaa valley it even has 
territorial controls, but that pre-dates the pre- 
sent crisis.) But besides trying to pull the 
strings that intersect in the power struggle 


between the factions, Syria has refrained from 
taking over the levers of sovereign power 
itself. 

- More than fear of international or Israeli 
reaction deters Damascus. strings is © 
one thing; imposing national order on 2 soci- 
ety fractured into armed camps and armed 
geographical enclaves is quite another. It 
would require full-scale military occupation. 
Hafez Assad has wisely declined to be sucked 
into that. 

Israel, provoked by the threat of the PLO 
presence in Lebanon and tempted by the en- © 
treaties of the Maronites, was, in 1982, less 
reticent. But it learned its painful lesson. 

Thus the assorted Lebanese factions can 
now no longer expect any outside force to 
save them from themselves. The most they 
can expect is to sustain the equilibrium of 
their inter-communal violence. There are 
those who have always believed this could be 


‘best achieved by carving up the territory along 


communal lines. But such a solution would 
require a degree of consent, let alone Syrian 
approval, that is itself more than can be exact- 
ed from the communities at war. 
Nevertheless, the question of the legitimacy 
of Lebanon’s international claim to be a sov- 
ereign state does now arise. That claim has 
been a fiction for some years already, but it 


was tolerated for reasons of international con- 
venience. However, now with two govern- 
ments in Beirut asserting the right to be recog- 
nized, not only at home, but also abroad, the 
fiction can no longer be so easily ignored.

whose own miracle began in the 
wake of the devastating Korean 
War, and to other rapidly-develop- 
ing Far Eastern economies. 


HE IS NOT prepared to talk much 
about his business affairs, except the 
more recent Israeli developments. 
His legendary secrecy has made him 
a mystery man for years, and ru- 
mour and guesstimate are the most 
common source of information 
about him. A leading U.S. business 
magazine put his personal wealth at 
over 52 billion some years ago, 
while his penchant for flying round 
the world .in a specially-modified 
Boeing 707 has also been the subject 
of comment over the years. 


Today, Eisenberg has decided to 
lift the veil of secrecy, at least to 
some extent: His motives in this are 
mainly personal. He is spending 
more time, and more effort, in Isra- 
el, than previously. Most of his im- 
mediate family — he has five daugh- 
ters and one son — five here, several 
in close proximity to bis magnificent 
Savyon mansion. 

As noted, he is becoming more 
involved in Israeli business, While 
all bis other ventures are made 
through wholly-owned private com- 
panies, in Israel, ironically, he oper- 
ates increasingly through publicly- 
traded corporations. Of these, the 
Israel Corporation is the best 
known, and he is in the process of 
making it the flagship of a fast-grow- 
ing local empire. 

The chequered history of Eisen- 
berg’s relationship with tbe Israel 
Corporation is, by itself, a remark- 
able tale and a fascinating reflection 
on the course of the Israeli economy 
since the Six Day War. This: ries of

But the Israel Corporation, and 
the intermeshed group of holdingr 
of which it is the centre, are not the 
full extent of Eisenberg’s local activ- 
ity. There are private companies, 
and there is trading donc for other 
companies in which he has no own- 
ership stake. 

There are the persistent rumours 
identifying Eisenberg as the middle- 
man in supposedly huge arms deals 
between Israel and countries all 
round the world, especially China. 
About these, he has little to say, 
beyond a flat denial, "1 was never an 
arms dealer.” Only in the last few 
years, has Eisenberg agreed to 
“help Israel" in specific places 
where it needed assistance. 

About the Israeli economy, and 
about his own plans in the local are- 
na, he has finally consented to go 
public. The remainder of this series 
will examine, for the first time first- 
hand, what ideas and actions Shoul 
Eisenberg intends to inject into the 
Israeli economy.

ISRAEL'S FIRST PRESIDENT, . 


Prof. Chaim Weizmann. was on his 
deathbed in his home in Rehovot. 
‘The light had long since gone Out of 
his eyes. On his dying day. be sum- 
moned his aide and confidant Meyer 
Weisgal and asked him to bring bim 
the High Holy Day Mahzor (prayer- 
book). After a long search in the 
president's library, ἃ mahzor was

been used for many years. The pres- 
ident asked Weisgal to turn to the 
poge containing the fazans pre- 
Musaf petition and to read it aloud.

While listening, Chaim Weiz- 
mann passed away. ΝΗ 

Israel's first (ransport minister, 
David Remez, announced the inau- 
guration of the first passenger line 
under the name “Israel Railways,” 
the Haifa-Nahzriya line. Excite- 
ment ran high. The national colours 
flew atop the stations along the way 
and atop the locomotive, “for the 
first time in 2,000 years.” A timeta- 
ble was published which, based on 
the practice of the Mandatory peri- 
od, announced that the line would 
tun seven days a week, Shabbat and 
other Jewish holy days included. 

A delegation of rabbis and lay- 
men from the localities along the 
route called on Remez to persuade 
him to abandon this idea. The rabbi 
of Kiryat Motzkin, Rabbi Morde- 
chai Fogelman, wept as he said to 
Remez: Is this what we prayed for 
over the ages? For two thousand 
years we prayed for a Jewish state, 
and now that we have it the Shabbat 
is going to be trampled publicly? 
Does the State of Israel intend to 
turn its Shabbat into an ordinary 
weekday? 

Remez was moved, and ordered 
the schedule changed to exclude 
Shabbat and all Jewish holy days. 
And this is where the matter stands 
today. 

Escorting the delegation to his of- 
fice door, Remez put his arm on 
Rabbi Fogelman's .shoulder and 
said: “Rabbi, a day will come when 
you Orthodox will long for the api-

beneath that hail of lead, bleeding 
away and nearly unconscious, a 
thought entered my mind: Ziama, 
pray.

ARANNE’S “Jewish Conscious- 
ness” idea didn’t succeed, for rea- 
sons I shal} not go into here.

There are no 
apikorsim, heretics: to be an api- 
koros one has to know a lot about 
Judaism and its . The ex- 
tent of Jewish learning ~ in quantity, 
form and approach -- of the average 
Israeli high-school pupil does not 
qualify him to be called an apikoros. 
He is certainly not a heretic, since 
he doesn’t know enough to be “he- 
retical” about. Most appropriate for 
the average Israeli youth is Maimon- 
ides’s designation, “kidnapped in- 
fant.” He is not a heretic out of 
spite, not even for convenience or 
pleasure, but an “infant,” as far as 
his Jewish education is concerned -- 
an infant subjected to the influences 
of all kinds of cultures and sub- 
cultures. : 

_ The thinking Israeli youth is in a 
erent Spiritual predicament. Along- 
side the people living in terms 
of “Where ave we going Sonight?™ 
there are many whose question is 
“Whither?” and who are groping in 
the dark for their roots. Some of 
them find their roots and cling to 
them as though they had found a 
treasure. Most, however, are so in- 
tensively involved in material pur- 
suits under pressure from their im- 
mediate and general environments 
that they do not find time to look for 
their roots. 

The previous generation sinned 
grievously, in my Opinion. In tumn- 
ing its back on the Galut, it also 
rejected all the positive values of the 
Galut. The generation that rebelled 
against its parents threw the baby 
out with the bathwater. A life of 
faith and Jewish practice based on a 
beautiful tradition was sacrificed on 
the altar of abandonment of the ex- 
iles. Jewish values were given away 
for nothing. Today we hear more 
sober evaluations, and even expres- 
sions of regret by educators and par- 
ents, along with trenchant criticism 
by young persons who feel they 
were deceived ani deprived.

WHEN DOES AN artefact become 
Jewish? The question is not just a 
theoretical one. An article with a 
Jewish connection is often worth far 
more than it would be if it had no 
such link. i 
Take, for example, an early 19th 
century .German silver flask in the 
shape of a masked figure. Itis a jolly 
figure with a staff in one hand and a 
crowned head, which bobs up and 


On the back, in a s in which 
one might expect to a coat of 
arms or ἃ monogram, are the He- 
brew words simchat Purim (“Purim 
joy”). It is these two words which 
make Rabbi Avraham Froilich of 
the Society of Judaica Collectors be- 
lieve that the object is worth some 
$10,000, about ten times what its 
value would otherwise be. 

How does he know that the words 
were not inscribed recently to make 
the piece more valuable? For one 
thing, he says, the writing is in the 
style of the period. Moreover, the 
letters are well-wom indicating 
many years of use. 

But there is also an emotional 
argument. 

“We have so little Judaica left. 
There were undoubtedly thousands 
and thousands of kiddush cups in 
Poland before the Holocaust. 
Where are they today? So many ob- 


jects were stolen or destroyed. So 
many books and manuscripts were 
burned throughout the ages. At 
least let us claim the little that is 


left.” 


THE LITTLE FIGURE is one of 
the many objects to be displayed at 
the Jerusalem Hilton from October 
16 to 20, before being auctioned off 
on October 19 and 20 at the Society 
of Judaica Collectors’ sale. 

There is far tess question about 
the Jewish content of four small 
books commissioned by the de Pinto 
family of Amsterdam in the 18th 
century, all bound with the family 
crest of five crescents surmounted 
by a crown on the cover. The out- 
standing volume is a Book of Psalms 
with eight illuminations by the same 
artist who decorated the book 
known ‘as the Copenhagen Birkat 
Hamazon, Moshe Yehuda Leib, the 
son of Wolf Broide of Trebitsch in 
Bohemia. 

Tt was indicative of the wealth of 
the family, Sephardim who had left 
Spain with their wealth intact, that 
they commissioned the artist to tran- 
scribe the book in an art form which 
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are being sold by members of one 
branch of the family whose name is 
not de Pinto, but who are still active 
members of the Jewish community. 
Their decision to sell came after a 
local company had refused to insure 
the books. The Book of Psalms 
alone has been valued at $100,000. 


Like most sellers these, too, do ᾿ 


not want their names di : 
Frohlich said the reason for this is 
often embarrassment over the need 
to sell or fear that other members of 
the family will be unhappy over the 
selling of heirlooms. Buyers, too, 
wish to remain anonymous; but this 
is often out of fear of theft or the 
wish to be left alone by other 
collectors. 

The present sale also includes 2 
large number of posters recording 
special events in the history of spe- 
cific Jewish communities, reflecting 
the moments of joy and sorrow, soli- 
darity and strife. Along with docu- 
ments from the Spanish Inquisition

WASHINGTON - Israel's ability to 
launch a satellite into space certainly 
impressed many people in the U.S. 
Jews and other supporters of Israel 
were especially proud of Israel's 
dramatic achievement. 

News of the technical feat was in 
marked contrast to the beating Isra- 
el's image has taken during the 
Many months since the start of the 
Palestinian uprising. “For once,” an 
American Jewish leader said. 
“there’s some good news coming 
out of Israel.” 

But Israeli leaders should not get 
carfied away with their success. The 
satellite is not going to fundameatal- 
ly change the U.S.-conceived diplo- 
matic script envisaged for next year. 

Alfred Atherton, a respected for- 
mer assistant secretary of state for 
Near Eastern and South Asian af- 
fairs, pointed out the other day that. 
thanks to the efforts of Secretary of 
State George Shultz. the next U.S. 
president — whether George Bush or 
Michael Dukakis — will be able to 
open his own peace drive with a 
Tunning start. 

“Despite its limitations.” Ather- 
ton wrote in The Los Angeles Times, 
“the Shultz initiative has thus laid 
useful groundwork, ensuring that a 
new administration does not have to 
start from square one.”

Mondale, the Democratic co-chair- 
man of the study group, said that the 
panel supported “the traditional 
American position” calling for an 
exchange of land for peace as part of 
any settlement. ‘That is the basis of 
Security Council Resolution 242,” 
Mondale said. “We're not backing 
away from that.“ 

Former secretary of state Henry 
Kissinger, a Republican, made this 
same point in a recent television in- 
terview with the Cable News Net- 
work. He recommended that Israel 
indicate as “the best immediate 
step” a readiness to give up the 
Gaza Strip and “the heavily popu- 
lated parts of the West Bank” as 
part of an interim agreement “in

Not that the U.S. will back out of 
its commitments to Israel on this 
sensitive point. There would be an 
uproar in Congress. Already, many 
Democrats and Republicans on 
Capito) Hill have started to circulate 
around-robin letter calling on Presi- 
dent Reagan to reject any visa-re- 
quest that PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat might make to address the 
UN General Assembly. 

And U.S. officials recognize that 
if the U.S. were to change its posi- 
tion without Arafat's uttering the 
magic words. the PLO might show 
up at negotiations but Israel would 
almost certainly stay away. 

Asa result, The New York Times, 
in a September 19 editorial, recom- 
mended that the U.S. hold firm in 
its stance, “It is not enough for Mr. 
Arafat to say ‘Happy New Year" in 
Hebrew,” the editorial said. “When 
he speaks to the UN sometime this 
fall, he will have to put aside his

ANKOR IS a choir of arresting con- 
trasts. The members are children, 
but not the least bit childish, They 
sing Schumann but come largely 
from Sephardi homes.

The brace- 
lets are being distributed by Hillel 
on American college campuses and 
by the AAEJ and Canadian Associ- 
ation for Ethiopian Jewry. 

Those who purchase the bracelets 
are urged to correspond with the 
youngsters, to tell them “that the 
plight of their parents has not been 
forgotten.” Proceeds from the sale 
of the bracelets -- $10 for students 
and $18 for others — will go to sup- 
port the campaign for Ethiopian 
Jewry and to support the Ethiopian 
Jewish Students Association in Isra- 
el. 

Youth Aliya agreed to cooperate 
with the bracelet campaign hecause 
it is concerned at the worsening psy- 
chological condition of the Ethiopi- 
an children separated from their 
parents. 

According to a report written by 
Youth Aliya psychologist Gadi Ben 
Ezer, these children suffer from 
“guilt, difficulties in concentration, 
a constant waiting for letters (with 
an accompanying fear of what they 
will find in the letters), psychoso- 
matic symptoms, food refusal, and 
even anorexia. The condition of the 
children has influenced the entire 
Ethiopian community, and has af- 
fected their adjustment to Israel. 

“Reuniting the families is likely to 
bring more help and relief to the 
Ethiopian community than any pro- 
fessional help of social workers or 
psychologists. It is essential to find 
any way possible to end the terrible 
distress of these children who are 
crying for help."

G-7 ministers agree 


No need for policy changes 


By SALLY JACOBSEN 
WEST "BERLIN (AP) — Finance 
leaders of the world’s seven key in- 
dustrial powers yesterday agreed to 
maintain stable financial markets, 
guard against higher inflation and 
help heavily indebted poor coun- 
tries, a British government source 
said. 

‘The source said the finance lead- 
ers agreed they would continue to 
pursue policies that will maintain 
exchange rate stability and cooper- 
ate closely on exchange markets. 

No specific mention was made of 
the U.S. dollar, which has been 
gaining strength in recent months. 

The officials also said that while 
inflationary pressures were i 
held in check, “vigilance is re- 
quired,” according τὸ the British 
source who spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

The tatks were held in conjunc- 
tion with the joint annual meeting of 
the International Monetacy Fund 
and the World Bank. 

About 10,000 police were guard- 
ing West Berlin in case leftist mili- 
tants try to disrupt meetings that are 
expected to draw 12,000 financial 
officials, bankers and journalists.

Demonstrators have complained 
that the powerful countries and 
bankers have failed to ease the 
Plight of the poorer nations, many 
of which are strapped by hefty for- 
eign debts, and are being exploited 
by international lenders.

The plan, unveiled at the Toronto 
economic summit of industrialized 
hations, offers a variety of options, 
including slashing interest rates and 
forgiving some loans. 

The British official described the 
talks as “very constructive.” 

“They were very much united in 
what needs to be done,” he said.
